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FALL  PLANTED 

Spring  Flouicring  Bulbs 

FALL  PLANTING — Because  Hyacinths,  Tulips,  Narcissus,  etc.,  do  not  bloom  until  Spring 
• — many  people  forget  to  order  and  plant  them,  until  Spring  comes  and  their  neighbor’s 
flowers  are  a belated  reminder.  All  bulbs  for  blooming  indoors  during  the  Winter,  or 
for  an  outside  show  in  the  Spring,  must  be  planted  in  the  Fall — preferably  in  October. 

OUT-DOOR  PLANTING  may  be  done  any  time  from  the  last  of  September  to  the  first  of 
January,  where  the  ground  remains  unfrozen,  but,  if  possible,  should  be  done  in  Octo- 
ber or  early  November.  Hyacinths,  Tulips  and  Narcissus  should  be  set,  the  top  of  bulb 
4 inches  beneath  the  surface ; Lilies,  5 inches.  Interval  in  Rows : Hyacinths,  7 inches ; 
Tulips,  5 inches ; Narcissus,  12  inches ; Lilies,  14  inches. 

SOIL — Any  good,  thoroughly  drained  soil  will  grow  bulbs  well.  If  it  should  be  in  a heavy 
clay,  it  would  be  best  to  add  sand  and  well-rotted  manure  to  make  it  loose.  The  surface 
of  beds  should  be  slightly  raised  at  center  so  that  water  will  run  off  quickly,  as  bulbs 
are  liable  to  rot  if  water  remains  on  them  any  length  of  time. 

WINTER  PROTECTION — After  the  ground  is  frozen,  cover  the  beds  with  4 to  6 inches 
of  leaves  if  they  can  be  had ; if  not,  coarse  manure  will  do  nearly  as  well ; if  leaves  are 
used,  throw  over  a little  brush  or  earth,  to  prevent  blowing  off.  In  the  South,  where 
the  ground  does  not  freeze  more  than  a slight  crust,  they  will  require  no  protection. 

REMOVAL  OF  BULBS  AFTER  FLOWERING — Tulip  and  Hyacinth  bulbs  may  be,  and 
often  are,  left  undisturbed  from  year  to  year,  but  this  course  creates  a noticeable  de- 
terioration in  size  and  quality  of  bloom.  To  save  danger  or  rotting  during  unusually 
hot  weather,  attacks  of  insects,  etc.,  and  to  conserve  the  same  degree  of  perfection  aN 
tained  during  the  blooming  season  just  passed,  our  advice  would  be  as  follows: 

About  a month  after  they  are  through  flowering,  or  when  the  tops  appear  yellow  or 
decayed,  they  should  be  taken  up  and  the  tops  cut  off  within  an  inch  of  the  bulbs,  but 
leave  the  roots  on,  spread  them  in  dry,  airy  room  for  ten  or  twelve  days  to  dry;  after 
which  wrap  them  in  paper,  or  pack  them  in  perfectly  dry  sand,  and  store  in  a dry,  cool 
place  until  wanted  for  planting.  If  the  beds  in  which  they  have  been  blooming  are 
wanted  for  bedding  plants,  they  may  be  taken  up  as  soon  as  they  are  through  flower- 
ing and  heeled  in  the  ground  in  some  out  of  the  way  place  with  the  tops  on  until  they 
ripen  ,then  treat  them  the  same  way  as  it  they  had  ripened  in  the  bed. 


BULB  PLANTING  TABLE 

Number  of  Bulbs  Required  For  Planting  Different  Sized  Beds  of  Tulips  or  Hyacinths. 

Everyone  can  afford  a bed  of  flowering-  bulbs.  They  bloom  so  early,  make  such  handsome  and 
showy  displays,  and  require  so  little  care  that  their  general  use  is  increasing  each  year.  The  best  effect 
in  bulb  beds  is  obtained  by  planting  to  solid  colors,  but  if  variety  is  wanted  we  would  not  advise  you  to 
select  over  two  or  three  colors.  Too  many  colors  spoil  the  whole  effect.  A very  satisfactory  way  is  to 
plant  a solid  center  with  one  or  two  of  the  outer  rows  of  another  color;  a pleasing  effect  is  obtained 
by  dividing  the  bed  into  four  sections,  planting  each  in  a separate  color.  As  the  circular  bed  is  the 
most  popular  and  satisfactory,  we  use  it  as  a basis  to  figure  on.  If  you  want  a square  or  oblong  bed 
the  cultural  directions  of  the  different  bulbs  will  give  you  the  distance  bulbs  should  be  planted  apart.

To  help  our  customers  in  selecting  Bulbs  to  bloom  at  the  same  time,  we  have 
numbered  all  single  early  and  double  early  Tulips.  All  Bulbs  marked  with  a ‘T”,  are 
the  ones  to  bloom  first,  followed  by  “2”  and  so  on.  Numbers  “1”  and  “2”  may  be 
planted  together,  but  “3”,  always  should  be  planted  separate. 

Tulips  with  “A”,  before  the  name  may  be  forced  in  bloom  indoors  from  Jaouary 
until  Easter.

Hyacinths  may  be  grown  in  water,  preferably  using  a regular  hyacinth  glass.  When 
grown  in  pots,  place  one  bulb  in  a four-inch  pot,  or  three  or  four  in  a bulb  pan,  using  any 
good  garden  soil,  and  placing  drainage  of  some  sort  in  the  bottom  of  the  pot.  The  bulbs 
should  be  planted  even  with  the  surface,  thoroughly  watered  and  the  pots  set  away  in  a 
cool,  dark  place  for  six  or  eight  weeks,  watching  that  the  ground  does  not  get  dry  at  any 
time.
